There ia no better way, says Mr. 


Northrop, of Connecticut, to honor 
the heroes of 1776 than by some good 
deeds whose frnit may survive 1976. 
One way in which any boy may ac- 
complish this result ia by planting a 
thrifty elm or oak. 
Among-the memories of my boy- 
hood, while nnder thirteen years of 
age, no day has recurred with more 
frequency and satisfaction than that 
devoted to tree planting. 
The 


maples then set ont before the home- 
ctead, in Idtchfield County, are now 
beautiful and stately trees. They 
have paid me a thousand fold for the 
work they cost, and added new at- 
tractions to be the cherished spot to 
•which I count it a privilege to make 
an annnal visit. This personal inci- 
dent is given to suggest how easily 
our youth may now provide for a 
like grateful experience. 


A single fact out of many which 


might be given will be enough to il- 
lustrate the economic bearing of 
tree planting. Hew Haven owes its 
beauty and growth largely to the 
taste, liberality, and foresight of 
James Hillhouse. The Public Green 
Association, which he organized in 
1799, raised and expended a little 
over $1,500 for planting ehnt and 
grading the Green. One of the 
donors gave five gallons of rum,then 
Apparently as good as legal tender. 
Next to 
the location of 
Yale 


College, nothing has contributed 90 
much to the growth and enrichment 
of New Haven as its. elms. It is 
celebrated in this and other lands as 
the City of Elms. Its magnificent 
avenues of stately trees, surpassing 
even the famous Unitr den Linden 
of Berlin, have enhanced its reputa- 
tion for taste, beauty, and elegance, 
and thus attracted many wealthy and 
desirable residents, and greatly in- 
creased the taxable value of all 
property in the city. New Haven 
virtually receives an *nmi»l income 
from her elms far greater than their 
entire original cost. 


The judicious offer of $200 to bo 


expended in prizes in Great Barring- 
ton is likely to lead to the planting 
of hundreds, if not thousands, ol 
trees in that town. This example is 
commended to all who would make 
the centennial year memorable for 
tree planting. It would be easy for 
onr men of wealth to start a kindred 
movement all over the State, and do 
each for his own town somewhat as 
Hillhonse did for New Haven. There 
is not a freeholder in Connecticut 
who might not plant at least one 
tvee to be remembered by his chil- 
dren or children')! children as "the 
Centennial Tree."

CHINESE JOURNALISM. 


ntei-estinj Informatloii About the 


Son Francisco Ch&eae Orgam> 


H. Blodget writes from Peking to 


he San Francisco Pac'-flc, giving an 


teresting description of the news- 
aper tliat is circulated among the 
hinese on the Pacific Coast, "We 
opy as follow from his letter:

A-orcl "Fan," rendered here " For- 
ign or Barbarian," is defined in 
Williams' Dictionary as "an ancient

Dhina, aborigines of the country in 
he south, now applied to any un- 
i\ili/.ed people, and, in contempt, 
,long the southern coasts, to Eu- 
openns and other foreigners." Mor- 
ison's Dictionary, in defining the 
iline -word, says, "a low word, de- 
noting foreign. 
Although the Chi- 


nese in times past may have used 
this term in ignorance of the real 
haracter of western nation?, as the 
.ncient Greeks used the word "bar- 
barian,'' yet its present use in China, 
>r in California, as designating the 
jeople of western nations, is un- 
loubtedly contemptuous. 
An offi- 


ial dispatch sent by the Chi- 
nese Government to tho repre- 
entative of any foreign nation, con- 
aiuing the word, would not be re- 
eived, but would be returned im- 
mediately. Its use among officials 
if China in any -mitten documents 
vould be matter of grave protest. 
•Jo Chinese newspaper in the open 
sorts of China v ould be allowed to 
ake such a name. Could not some 
riemlly influence be brought to bear 
jpon the Chinese in California to 
ndiu'e them to change tins name? 
'hey are in no want for respectful 
anguage if they will consent to use 
t. And they greatly injure thern- 
elves by this standing insult to th* 


ople among whom they dwell. 
As has been intimated, the paper 


lej'ends and upholds the Confucian 
ehgion 
Some idea may be obtain- 


ed by the translation of one of its 
articles: "E\er since the opening 
>f China to trade with foreign na- 
ionh, foreigners (orbarbarians) have 
lent men to China to spread the 
Christian religion. These men have 
jenotratcd to every province, rented 
louses, opened chapels, and preach- 
ed their doctrines, Tilth the design 
of prevailing upon the men of the 
lowery land to turn ami become 
"iiubariaiis. 


"Now we of the central kingdom 


uive the religion of Coniucius, with 
ill its tine relations and its tine vir- 
tues, TNliieli we constantly preach 
and which the people universally re- 
ceive. All good, beginning with the 
ultivation of personal viitue and ex- 
tending even to the maintaining oi 


eace and good order throughout the 
Empire, springs from this religion. 
Fancy that M e should go after the re- 
igioii of the Barbarians! 


"Keeenth, in a certain district 
ity, where a house had been rentec 
'or a chapel in which to preach the 
doctrines of the Christian religion, 
:he people after hissing the preach- 
ing, not only did 
not become 


omerts, but were filled with 
:iatred, and would not allow the 
;hing to continue. They raised 
disturbance around the chapel, anc 
informed the 
district 
magistrate 


against the man who, from sheer 
'ovetousness, had leased the bnilil 
ings for such a purpose. They then 
besought the magistrate to issue t 
proclamation forbidding the contin 
nance of the preaching. The niagis 
trate listened to the bequest of the 
people, and, fearing a mob, olosec 
the chapel."

above.] " Upon this the British 
Consul sent a man (the mission 
ary), with certain. Chinese, to the of 
fic'e of the Department Magistrate, tr 
enter their complaint and explain 
the affair. 
But the department mag 


istrate contemptuously addressee 
him in the following language: "An 
Englishman is what sort of a thing 
You only have a passport for travel 
ing, none for doing your missionarj 
work. Ton cannot be allowed to 
spread your doctrines here." He 
also ordered the district magistral 
to have the landlord beaten, in orde 
to deter others from like conduct 
Plainly, these two magistrates hate 
this religion, and do not wish th 
people to be deceived or led astray 
by it." 


Following this and in the sam 


spirit is an account of a disturbanci 
at the London Mission Chapel, in 
Shanghai. Such articles in thepape 
are only what is to be expected. In 
fact, as now conducted, the pape 
constitutes a powerful bond to th 
Chinese to hold them to their own 
people, and to their national religio; 
and customs. 
There are also, n 


doubt, incidental benefits attendin 
its circulation in awakening though 
and inquiry. Some light must pene 
trate even so dark a medium. 


Is there any way open to th 


Christians of California to counter 
act the evil influences of this paper 
and at the same timti instruct am 
guide the Chinese emigrants, am 
disposej their minds favorably to 
ward the Christian religion 1 


No doubt a great point would b 


gained, if those who conduct th 
Oriental could be induced to refrai 
from insulting language toward 
those of other nations. Not onl_ 
does comrno i courtesy require this 
but the effee", of the contrary oonrs 
is very injurious upon the Chines 
themselves. We can not howeve 
expect greatiy to modify the presen 
paper. It must remain essential! 
what it now is.
